JOY IN CAMP. 


Seventh Regiment to Be 
Mustered Out. 


Event’ to Take Place at. the 
Los Angeles Armory. 


Col. Berry Thinks That He Can 
Stand the “Disgrace.” 


Service at the Same Time—The 


Eighth Will not Go Out Yet Nor 
the Heavy Artillery. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 1] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 2.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The announceent that 
the War Department had decided upon 
the immediate mustering out of the 
Seventh has brought joy to the men 
and gloom to some of the officers. Con- 
firmation of the news, which, in the 
early afternoon, had been traveling 
through the camp as a mere rumor, 
reached thg regiment just as if returned 
from parade at 5 The men 
gathered in excited groups to discuss 
their early home-going and the effect 
the orders would have upon their offi- 
cers, who have been struggling to ward 
off the very thing that has happened. 
Col. Berry, when asked to give an ex- 
planation for the order, 
said: 

“While I have several opinions on the 
subject, I do not care to express them 
at this time. It is ¢rue that we ere to 
be disbanded. I am sure that I can 
stand the disgrace of it as well as those 
who have brought it about. I consider 
that the State of California has been 
disgraced by the action of a lot of sore- 
head politicians, and that our dismem- 
berment as a regiment is tantamount 
to dishonorable discharge from the 
service of the United States. While 


a militery point of view the ding: 


is settled and the end of the Seventh 
has come, yet there will be an after- 
math. There are 1300 men here whose 
voice will be heard on election day, to- 
gether with the voices of 5000 of their 
friends, and their vibrations will cause 
to topple the card-houses of some of 
the most dastardly cold-footed politi- 
cians that ever disgraced the State of 
California. 

“The Seventh has been tossed and 
buffeted about, and now ignominy has 
been heaped upon it, and by those, too, 
who should be the regiment’s best 
friends. We have been misrepresented 
continually by the newspapers. My 
men are oot anxious to be mustered out, 
as has been continually asserted in the 
papers. I will venture to say ilat 95 
per cent. of the men will hear of their 
mustering out with keenest regret. 
There are a few skulking scoundrels, 
euch as are sure to exist in any large 
body of men who, in their lazimess and 
dishonesty, may wish ,to break their 
contract with the government to serve 


| her for two years, the period of their 


enlistment. ‘These would be the first 
to turn their backs upon the enemy. 
“Excited by exaggerated reports in 
the newspapers of sickness in the regi- 
ment some of our friends in the South 
have been so misguided as to work 
for its disruption. By far the greater 
part of our ill-use, however, has come 
from northerners, and will do more for 


‘the partition of the State line at Te- 


hachepi than they have any inkling 
of. The enemies of the Seventh in the 
north have had the support of a few 
such men as Newberry, vice-president, 
of the War Board at Los Angeles. 

“It has been said that I am anxious 
to remain in the service in order to 
line my unused pockets with the gold 
of a colonel’s pay. I want to say that 
I am losing money every day that I 
retain my commission. \. The same is 
true of my officers. What do people 
here think we were doing at our homes 
in the south that they say our paltry 
military salaries attract us? The 
officers, with their necessarily greater 
expenses can save from their pay as 
soldiers not a penny more than can 
the privates from theirs.” 

Maj. Prescott, senior major of the 
Seventh, who heard part of his colonel’s 
remarks, listened with approval and 
supplemented them as follows: 

“The chief share of blame for the 
ignominious passing-away of the ill- 
starred Seventh attaches to the news- 
papers of San Francisco. Ever since 
we came here we have been hounded 
as if we were criminals. We have 
been ‘easy’ and ‘good things’ for the 
people, but now that the war, so far as 
we are concemed, is ended, we shall 
sharpen our sabers and our knives for 
another sort of warfare, whose culmi- 
nation comes in November. From-now 
on I am for the division of this State,”

| DESERT LANDS 


The Government Should 
Water Them. 


Warren of Wyoming Hopes for 
Better Legislation. 


Interior Department Working to 
Preserve Forests. 


Judge Best Declares Secretary Bliss 
Has His Heart in the Problem. 
Col. Maxson’s Report—What Colo- 
_pado Has Done With Irrigation. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.} 

CHEYENNE, Sept. 2.—At the after- 
noon session of the Irrigation Congress 
Senator F. E. Warreft discussed what 
Congress is doing in aid of irri- 
gation. Senator Warren confessed at 
the start that the discussion of what 
Congress had not done in aid of irri- 
gation offered a much wider field than 
that confined to what had been done. 
The desert’ land law was the: first 
evidence of Congressional interest in 
reclamation of arid lands by irriga- 
tion. This act was followed by re- 
pressive legislation, but during the past 
five years a marked change had oc- 
curred. The Carey act was an evidence 
of this change, but this act had been 
altered by subsequent legislation. 

However, there was a hopeful side 
shown by the spirit and temper of the 
last Congress. The upper house had 
given much time to debate in favor of 


| national construction of reservoirs and 


the larger canals. Senator Warren 
said’ the time for investigation was 
past. The field was now ready for 
actual work and liberal appropriations 
to perfect the work must be secured. 
The progress made in preserving the 
forests was a step ahead, and the De- 
partment of Agriculture, with a west- 
ern man at the head, had made a good 
beginning. Senator Warren believed 
the government should water the lands. 
“sHean. E.: BE. Best of the Interior De- 
partment then read a paper on “The 
Re 


lationship of Forestry and Irrigation.” 
Judge Best said the whole heart of the 
Secretary of the Interior was in this 
problem of preserving the forests. He 
said the preservation of the water sup- 
ply was the most important factor in 
the problem. This was, in many in- 
stances, the sole motive for the estab- 
lishment of reservations. Judge Best 
spoke of the intimate relations be- 
tween the forest and ‘the flowing 
stream, the latter always being at the 
maximum when the former was un- 
disturbed. 

A very earnest debate followed, dur- 
ing which President Carey spoke in 
high swords of Secretary Bliss as the 
head of the Department of the Inter- 
ior. State Engmeer Mead of 
Wyoming, in an able address, spoke on 
“The Obstacles to Settlement in the 
Arid Region, and the Best Means of 
Overcoming . Them.” And Judge 
Emery of Kansas led the discussion 
on the topic “The Storage of Water.” 
“Obstacles to the Settlement in the 
Arid Region” was ably handled by J. 
A. Johnston, superintendent of. water 
division No. 1 in Wyoming. 

In the debate upon this topic, Mr. 
Mead graphically portrayed the obsta- 
cles to settlement as experience had 
shown them. Capital was needed to 
make settlement by the poor man pos- 
sible, and he believed that an easy way 
to meet it was to cede the grazing 
lands to the States and let them lease 
them, thus securing $4,000,000 a year 
to promote irrigation. Mr. Waitland 
of Utah also spoke upon this topic, re- 
marking that the congress was losing 
sight of the purpose for which it was 


organised, viz: 
arid lands. 

‘At 5 o’clock the congress selected 
Montana as the State in which to hold 
the next annual meeting. The city will 
be selected by the Executive Commit- 
tee hereafter. Adjournment was then 
had until 10 o’clock tomorrow.

MORNING SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHEYENNE (Wryo.,) Sept. 2.—An in- 
creased attendance was present at the 
session this morning, a number of ad- 
ditional delegates from Colorado, Morn- 

tana and Wyoming having arrived. 

The report of Col. H. B. Maxson, 
member of the committee appointed by 
the Lincoln congress to go to Washing- 
ton, was the first regular order. Col. 
Maxson’s report was important in 
that the committee had succeeded in 
framing a bill which secured the united 
suppcrt of the House Committee on 
Arid ‘Lands. This bill provides that 
Stated taking advantage of the Carey 
law shall have ten years from the date 
of final segragation to reclaim. The 
State may file through a local land of- 
fice for temporary segregation for a 
period of four months. Failure to file 
maps and plans: within this period 
works a forfeiture of the effort. Upon 
final segregation the desert character 
of the land will be held to be finally 
settled. Both Congressmen Shaforth 
and Jenkins waived the right to push 
their individual bills in support of the 
committee bill, but since the war with 
Spain the whole matter has lain in 
abeyance. The report was applauded, 
and the committee received the thanks 
of the congress. 

E. 8S. Nettleton of Colorado read a 
very interesting statistical paper on 
the subject, “The Successes and Fail- 
ures in Canal-building and the Causes 
Thereof.” President Carey introduced 
Mr. Nettleton by saying he was most 
highly esteemed among the pioneers of 
irrigation because of the great work he 
had done during .many years. Mr. Net- 
tleton divided irrigation enterprises 
into three heads, ‘corporation, co- 
operation and colony,” and exhaus- 
tively described the methods and mo- 
tive of each. In support of his state- 
ment that irrigation works were not 
failures he told of actual conditions in 
Colorado. Large enterprises under- 
taken during the past twenty-five years 
had returned no revenue to the invest- 
ors, but beneficent results were never- 
theless evident. In 1898 Colorado had 
1,600,000 acres trrigeted, of a value of 
$22,000,000. The.value of the land of 
Colorado before frrigation enterprises 
were begun was estimated at the 
double minimum rate, $17,000,000: their 
present value under irrigation is $67.- 
000,000, an increase of 512 per cent. 
The net increase of wealth to the State 
was $45,000,000.

PARIS, Sept. 2.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.]

In response to this appeal, Emperor 
William instrncted: Chancellor von Ho- 
henlohe to again inform the French 
government of these facts and insist 
that the continued repetition of the 
calumny in France must cease. Count 
von Muenster, German Ambassador to 
France, returned specially to Paris 
August 10 end delivered the above mes- 
sage to M. Delcasse, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs. The latter informed 
President Faure, M. Brisson, the Prime 
Minister, and M. Cavignac of the mes- 
sage, and it was this second warning 
from Germany that led M. Cavignac - 
once more to search all documents re- 
lating to the Dreyfus case. He in- 
trusted the inquiry to his friend and 
aid-de-camp, Capt. Cugniet.

Then the Minister of 
War accused Henry of the forgery, ang 
the latter confessed. 

The details of his confession have 
not been allowed to become public.

The point selected by the Secretary of 
War was so situated that thorough 
protection was given the people of the 
Tinited States from danger of yellow 
fever contagion. The soldiers upon their 
arrival at this place, received every care 
and bounty which coyld be procured by 
money, The President and Secretary of 
War directed that their health and’ 
eomfort should be cared for without 
reference to expense, and in «addition 
the people within a circle of 100 miles 
vied with each other in shipping to 
them carloads and steamboat loads of 
luxuries of all kinds. 

‘T have just finished my daily in- 
epection of the hospitals. With rare 
exceptions the sick are cheerful and 
improving. I have nursee and doctors 
tu gare for them, and in all my many 
tours I not found a single pa- 
tient who made the slightest complaint: 

“Tt iw (rue there has been suffering, 
end great suffering. The climate of 


Cuba was véry severe upon all our 
soldiers, but instead of comolaining, 
the hearts of those brave men are filled 
with gratitude to the people fer the 
bounteous generosity which has been 
extended to them. There is no doubt 
that there have been individual cases 
of suffering and possibly neglect, 
among the soldiers, not only in Cuba 
but since their arrival at this place. 
Nearly 20,000 men were brought from 
a yellow-fever district to the United 
States. It would have been criminal to 
have landed them and allowed tliem to 
g0 promiscuously among the people. It 
has been stated by physicians that if 
it had been done, yellow fever would 
have spread through many of our 
States. 

“To avoid such a catastrophe, a 
point which is more thoroughly iso- 
lated from the people than any other 
locality which could .be found, was 
selected. By these wise means the 
country has been saved from a scourge 
of this fearful disease. Every one will 
realize that to land 18,000 men and put 
them on bare fields, without any build- 
ings whatever, could not be done with- 
out some hardships. Over five thou- 
Sand very sick men have _ been re- 
ceived in the general hospital, and as 
many more sick have been cared for 
in the camps, and yet only about sixty 
wave occurred in these hospi- 
als. 

“Tents had to be erected and hospi- 
tals constructed to supply these 18,000 
men with wholesome water, food, medi- 
cines, physicians, nurses, cooks, hos- 
Ddital furniture, wagons, ambulances 
and:-other needs essential to caring for 
418,000 men, fully half of whom are 
very sick, or in a feeble physical condi- 
tion. In addition to this, most of the 
bedding and much of the clothing was 
left in ‘Santiago, to prevent yellow fe- 
ver infection. All of these deficiencies 
have had to be supplied. We have but 
one line of railroad to bring these sup- 
plies, and sometimes there have been 
delqys.”’

GOOD WORK. 


Gen. Shafter Satisfied With His 


Campaign. 

{[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
«~NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—The World 
Prints an interview with wen. Shafter, 
in which he is reported as saying: 
~“At Santiago we-had to deal with 
things as they were, not as they should 
have been. Of course there was sick- 
ness; it was inevitable in a summer 
campaign. But nobody was neglected. 
The doctors were scarce at first, but 
we had boatloads of them as soon as 
they could get there. The doctors got 
sick like the rest; they were over- 
worked and exhausted, but their work 
Was unquestionable. Look at the low 
percentage of deaths from wounds. It 
never was lower in any war. 

“None of our wounded were allowed 
to lie on the battlefield as I was in the 
civil war. It was the heat that was so 
deadly, and the rains. Right in the 
midst of the torrid heat a shower would 
fall; it would drench everybody with- 
out cooling the air. In a few minutes, 
under the sun again, every man would 
be. steaming. Men of the strongest 
constitutions succumbed. 

“Our first case of yellow fever de- 
veloped at El Caney. But the army 
was ripe for it, and it spread like a 
prairie fire, Many a man had yellow 
fever who will never know it. And, to 
tell the truth, it is not so dangerous as 
the calentura, c¢ heat attacks, that un- 
acclimated men have in the malarious 
regions of Cuba. Why, it is a common 
thing for a man’s temperature to rise 
from a normal state to 105 deg. in-a 
few hours. That means death in most 
cases. It can give cards and spades to 
yellow fever in the game of death. I 
would rather have yellow fever. I tell 
you, when @man burns up inside, 
there’s little hope for him. 

“Our men were all unacclimated. 
They never had faced constant sun. 
Many of them never had slept outside 
before they went into camp. How 
could they be molded into proper mate- 
rial for such a climate and such a 
campaign? It could not be done. These 
men you see coming back with the 
thin bodies are suffering from the par- 
asite of the low fever of the Santiago 
plateaus. 
“The good home treatment and cold 
air will cure them. That malady seems 
to destroy the red corpuscles in the 
blood. The veins @re filled with water. 
There’s'a man on deck suffering just 
that way. Take a good look at him. 
If he were pale you would say he was 
fn the last stages of tuberculosis, but 
he is as yellow as his uniform. Very 
well he has it... He is weak and will 
require care. But good air, in a decent 
cHmate, will make Rim well again. He 
has had the fever within three weeks. 
He does not know how narrow has been 
his escape from death. Wait till Octo- 
ber, or, better still, the first frost. 
They will be all right when they get 
wholesome, nutritious food. 

‘We had to choose the besser of the 
evils—to ship the men north to @e 
healthy climate, not wanting to keep 
them where they must have died. 
Therefore we did not wait to let the 
fever have its run. We wanted to save 
life. Now the problem was to save the 
most lives possible. We have never 


United States has no hospital ships, It 
was not a question of using what was 
best, but what we had. We used the 
transports that brought’the troops 
down, 

‘If I could have had a few 
weeks to equip hospital ships, the 
conditiong would have been _. bet- 
ter. If the war had _ continued 
we would have stayed right there, fever 
or no fever. The sudden end of the war 
was unexpected. We were not pre> 
pared for the unexpected. I made it 
an invariable rule to send 25 per cent. 
less on a transport than she had 
brought south.

“I am satisfied with the Santiago

I was compelled to do a great many 
things that under differnt circum- 
stoneee would not have been consid-

“I sized up the Spaniards correctly. 
For instance, at San Juan, I was sure 
they would not come out from their 
works and attack us. The El Caney 
fight I hoped would be finished at 10 
a.m., but it took tntil 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and I feel now that it was 
for the best. Had I had Lawton on the 
right of the lime, we would have un- 
doubtedly have taken the city of San- 
tiago that*night, in which case only the 
garrison would have surrendered to us, 
whereas, later, all the troops In the re- 
gion surrendered. The men outside of 
Santiago on July 2 could have gone to 
Gen. Pando, I knew that the war was 
over as soon as Toral spoke to me 
about surrendering the troops in the 
eastern province. I almost fell over. 
We never had on the fighting line at 
any one time more than 13,000 men, and 
with these we captured 27,000. 

“Nine thousand Spaniards were for- 
tifled in the best intrenched positions I 
ever saw. Indeed, the intrenchments 
were of such a character that shelling 
with the guns we had did not do them 
serious damage. Where a 13-inch shell 
from our ships dropped into a house 
in the town it demolished the dwelling, 
but all the occupants were gone.” 

“Did Cervera’s men help in the San 
Juan fight?” was asked, to clear up a 
mooted point. 

“Yes, indeed. He had 1000 men 
ashore from his fleet in the battle of 
July 1. His chief of staff, Bustamente, 
was killed. His marines and sailors 
suffered seriously. Cervera put them 
back on board July 2, and on the 3d he 
tried to get to sea. 

“The Spaniards were down to their 
last bit of rice when they surrndereé, 
but they declined on the first day to 
accept the rations offered to them. 
They said that American charity 
humiliated them, but I noticed that 
they came around for the grub on the 
second day.”’ 

“Why was your food supply short be- 
fore San Juan?” 

“I had to act quickly and shove my 
men right into the field, because I 
knew they were growing weaker and 
weaker every hour. We had plenty of 
rations unloaded at the shore, ‘Lut 
there was only a single road, hub-deep 
in mud, over which they could be 
brought to the @ront, and if we had 
had a good army wagon we could not 
have gotten the provisions where they 
were needed. Pack trains saved. us. 
They were invaluable.” . ‘ 
“What is the condition of Santiago 
today,” was asked. 
‘It is in a fair state of health,” re- 
plied Gen. Shafter. “Under the mili- 
tary Governorship now in existence it 
will be soon cleaned and made” thor- 
oughly healthy. It is a pretty town, 
but the surrounding country is in a 
state of wreck. You cannot imagine 
the destitution of the island of Cuba.” 
“What do you think of the Spanish 
hospitals ?’’ 

“Those in Santiago are as good. as 
any in the world. My surgeons tell me 
they inspected them carefully, and 
never saw better sanitary arrange- 
ments. The chief hospital there will 
hold 2000 patients comfortably, and 
during the investment of the city at 
one time held 3000 men. The barracks 
are not so satisfactory, but they are 
being thoroughly overhauled by our 
troops. The city is growing quiet.’ 
“Did you see any reconcentradogs?” 
“Only a few. I fear that most, of 
them are dead. But the death raté in 
Santiago has dropped from eighty a 
day to thirty-five, and most of. the 
deaths are of old people or children, 
who had not recovered from the star- 
vation which they had endured.” — 
“When will the military occupation of . 
the island oceur?” 23 
‘Some time itn the latter. part, of 
October,’ was the answer. 
“You asked me about, the use of cay- 
alry in Cuba, and I reply that if we 
have got to go down there and fight 
the Cuban guerrillas, we shali want 
the cavalry beyoyd question. Other- 
wise, not. I hope that small garrisons 
of infantry, scattered over the country, 
will suffice.”’ 

“How about the western part of the 
island?” was the next inquiry, 
‘Havana will certainly garrisoned, 
and everything possible will be done to 
render the city healthy and revive its 
prosperity. The western provinces are 
ready for agriculture, and crops can be 

put in at any time.” 

Gen. Shafter was fully informed re- 
garding the controyersy between Gen. 
Miles and Secretary Alger. He was 
surprised, and said it was the first hint 
he had received of anything of the 
kind. He knew nothing about the 
causes or the merits of the’ contro- 
versy. 

“What troops are left to garrison 
Santiago?” 

“The only troops of the Fifth Corps 
that were left were the Twenty-fourth 
Infantry, the remainder of the Ninth 
Massachusetts. about 100 recruits, and 
the last of the sick and wounded.

TURNING PUBLIC SENTIMENT.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Paris says that Col. 
€onféssion of forging the fa- 
enous document, and his suicide in the 
Fortress of Mont Valerian, have caused 
an emotion throughout France which 
has not been witnessed since the fall 
of Sedan, The correspondent says: — 
“Col. Henry, a peasant’s son, pro- 
motéd from the ranks and imbued with 
all the imstincts and low cunning and 
narrow personal amicnosity often char- 
acteristic of French peasants, had no 
conception of the enormity of his crime 
until overwhelmed by its detection. This 
brave but infatuated chief of the In- 
telligence Department of the French 
army, embodied the whole head and 
front of Dreyfuse’s conviction, of Zola’s 
condemnation, of Esterhazy’s acquittal 
and of Picquart’s degradation and im- 
prisonment, 

“Although the document which Col. 
Henry forged im 1896 cannot techni- 
cally have any effect on the Dreyfus 
trial, which took place im 1894, it is, 
nevertheless, with consternation that 
today people are asking what sort.of 
evidence could Dreyfus been convicted 
on, if in the judgment of Col, Henry 
it was so flimsy-that it could not secure 
conviction without being propped up 
by official forgery. 


in his memorable speech, made in the 
Chamber on July 7, based his declara- 
tion upon the authenticity of this for- 
mal document, which was printed and 
posted on the walls throughout France. 
It is significant that such papers as 
the Caulois, the Echo de 
journals which are known to be in close 
touch with the army, now declare that 
the feeling of military men is out and 
out for revision of the court-martial 
and that many promiment officers insist 
that the honor of the army itself neces- 
sitates such a revision. ;

While it ts expécted* by 
the authorities that the Spanish com- 
missioners will attempt to raise a large 
number of side issues, it is not in- 
tended to permit any extended discus- 
sion, ‘and it has: been stated by an 
official of the administration and a 
memiber of the commission ‘that the 
work of the commissioners must be 
completed by the middle of Noyember. 
There will be no consideration of ‘the 
Cuban debt or of the disposition ef the 
Spanish public property in Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, but the com- 
mission will be required to deal par- 
ticularly with the question of the “gon- 
trol, government and disposition ef. the 
Philippines,” as required by the pro- 
vision of the protocol.

Gen. Pando, in- 
stead, secretly started direct for his 
native land about ten hours later on 
the French steamer Notre Dame duo 
Salut, it is said, with f.12,000,000, The 
secret was so effectively kept that very 
few persons here have ay knowledge 
of it, and all Havana newspapers a- 
nounced Pando’s departure on the 
Philadelphia.

obtaining a _ receipt for it. Pando 
then locked himself in his stateroom. 
and remained concealed until the ship 
left the harbor, about 7 o’clock in the 
evening. 

There are many plausible reasons for 
Gen. Pando’s conduct, though exactly 
which one moved him it is impossible 
to ascertain. Much depends on where 
the treasure he carried away came 
from, but whatever its source, when the 
army is seven months in arrears and 
the civil list four months, and while 
both cry out for pay, it is obvious that 
a dangerous amount of discontent will 
be stirred up if the knowledge of the 
transportation of any such amount 
‘becomes public. Although Pando had 
a reputation of having considerable 
private wealth, it is preposterous to 
Suppose that any such sum could be 
realized on his property here under the 
existing circumstances.

Apropos of Pando’s departure, 
persons here have long been asking 
what has become of three other high 
officers who left Cuba when Pando 
did to procure vessels to run the block- 
ade. Each of these other three carried 
away for that purpose 50,000 pesos, of 
which reports say nothing has been 
heard since. 

LIKE LABOR UNIONS.

FOR THE. POWERS ACCEDED TO 


NEW TREATIES. 


 Juriadiction Over Foreigners Taken 


from the Consular and Given to

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Sept. 2.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Foreigners residing in 
Japan are much alarmed at the pros- 
pect of the new treaties going into ef- 
much earlier than it was sup- 
posed ‘they would. These treaties put 
Japan on an equal footing with the 
other nowers as to jurisdiction over 
resident foreigners, and do away with 
the peculiar rights foreigners have al- 
ways held. The newspapers with for- 
eign editors claim editorially that the 
Japanese in the interior have not had 
experience enough with foreigners to 
make this step practical. Count Itaga- 
kin, the Home Minister, has just is- 
sued the following resolution, which 
shows that the Japanese officials fear 
something from the same source: 

“The government has resolved to put 
into operation the new treaties in July 
next, and notice accordingly has heen 
given the powers. The revision of the 
existing treaties has been the earnest 
desire of all Japan, whether connected 
or unconnected with the government, 
Since the restoration. Now the op- 
portunity has arrived, and within a 
year Japan will enter the comity of 
nations on an equal footing. 

“When we acquire the rights we 
must remember to discharge the duties 
attending the rights. The demeanor of 
the Jananese toward foreigners will 
not onlyrepresent the degree of the civ- 
flization of Japan, but will affect the 
prestige of this empire. The people of 
Japan should treat foreigners in a 
broad and liberal snirit, and receive 
them with kindness and cordiality, 
thus endeavoring to make manifest 
more than ever the good name of the 
nation, and the glory of the nation.” 

Many of the native papers claim that 
foreigners will not be allowed to pub- 
lish newspapers after the treaty laws 
g0 into effect, but on the other hand. 
it is claimed that there is a provision 


allowing every man to practice his pro- | 
fession, which will admit of newspa- | 


pers. In the interior provinces , the 
prefectural governors have been  in- 
structed to adopt measures for regulat- 
ing and controlling the conduct of the 
People toward foreigners in order that 
full effect may be given to the spirit 
of the proclamation. The instructiohs 
point out that the people of the in- 
terior will come into contact with for- 
eigners as soon as the new treaties 
come into operation, and if the conduct 
of the people tends to impair the pres- 
tige of the empire or to throw ob- 
stacles in the way of treaty operation, 
the consequences to the nation may be 
disastrous. 

The recent assaulting of an Ameri- 
can missionary in thé Sorachi district 
is causing considerable excitement in 
Japan, especially since the new treaties 
will permit foreign residents to spread 
through the interior. The assault oc- 
curred at the village of Sapporo, and

neighboring village of Nanie. The mis- 
Sionary was addressing a little flock 
of converts on one of the wonderful 
old Bible stories. The natives came 
close to the windows and began a bom- 
bardment, using large rocks. The min- 
ister was struck in the head, and the 


congregation fied. Later the police 
made three arrests. The men were 
convicted and imprisoned for three 


days.. 

According to native Japanese papers 
received here on the Kinshu Maru, 
Marquis Ito's visit to China is liable 
to result in his changing his residence. 
It is said that he has been offered a 
Princely salary to become general 
adviser to the Emperor of China. The 
Internal and external administration of 
China is in the worst possible plight, 
and it is said that the Chinese authori. 


ties look to Marquis Ito to straighten |. 


things out. The only department that 
is kept in e00d order is that which is 
Pupervised by Sir Robert Hall. 

The great friendship between Li 
Hung Chang and Marquis Ito is said 
to be the cause of his being offered the 
eee The prominence of the Marquis 
m the late war has made his name and 
Pdilities well known to the Chinese 
people. There are two things that 
would smooth and make convenient the 
way for the Marquis if he undertakes 
the task assigned to him. 

The Asahi, a native paper of promi- 
mence, gives Ito friendly advice, and 
fomments as follows on his probable 
Success in China: “‘Marquis Ito is a 
Statesman of indisputable ability and 
tact. but attempts on his part to en- 
Rage in active political life in Japan 
Once again would be inadvisable for 
him as well as for the country. Con- 
sidering the deplorable condition at 
present of Chinese administrative ar- 
fairs, it devolves on the Japanese, as 
public-spirited neighbors rescue 
these unfortunate people from their 
Gistress. .The easiest way this can be 
Gone is to loan them a statesman who 
fannot well be used at home. There 
ls no reason why China should not 
employ the Marquis in the capacity of 
general adviser if he will accept the 
position. In China there would be 
more room for him to try his abili- 
ties to the full extent thah in the do- 
mestic affairs of Japan. It should he 
the height of folly for Marquis Ito to 
puppose that Japan cannot proceed well 
without his assistance.” 


MORMON PRBSIDENT DEAD. 


Wilford Woodruff Breathes His Last 
at 62n Francisco.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 2.—Wilford 
Woodruff, president of the Mormon 
Church, died today at the residence of 
Col. Isaac Trumbo in this city. At 
this deathbed were his wife and several 
@lose friends, including George Q. Can- 
mon, vice-president and counselor of 
the church, and Bishop Hiram OB. 
Clawson. For some time.he had 
euffered from kidney and _ bladder 
troubles, but in appearance he was 
Vigorous, and though over 91 years of

HIS CAREER.

announces the death of the presi- 
dent of the Mormon Church, Wilford 
Woodruff. Woodruff died at 6:40 
o'clock this morning. He had been 
troubled with kidney complaint fer 
some time, and went to the Pacific 
Coast for the improvement of his 
health about a month ago. He ap- 
parently slept! well last night, and 


died this morning without a struggle. 

Woodruff was born at Farmington, 
Ct., in 1807, and was one of the original 
147 pioneers that reached Salt Lake 
Valley in 1847.. He has been president 
of the church for the last ten years. 
He was first ordained to the apostic- 
ship in the Mormon Church at the vil- 
lage of the Far West, in Missouri, in 
1839. Prior to the time he was sa 
traveling missionary. In 1850 he was 
elected to the Senate of the Provis- 
ional State of Deseret, and for twenty- 
one years served in the Territorial 
Legislature of Utah. He was presi- 


dent of the Utah Horticultural Society 
from its foundation in 1855, and -presi- 
dent of the Agricultural and Mining 


Society, and was also identified with 
nearly every public movement and or- 
ganization for the advancement of the 


Territory. 
From his first connection with the 
church Woodruff has made a specialty 


of church history. He was appointed 
church historian in 1875, and held that 
position until his succession to the 
presidency. Upon the completion of 
the St. George Temple in Washington 
county, Utah, he was made president 
of the temple. Upon the accession of 
President Taylor to the presidency of 
the Mormon Church, Woodruff became 
president of the Twelve Apostles, 
which position he held until 1889, when 
he became president of the church. His 
administration of the church has been 
characterized by successful efforts at 
establishing peace and good-will, and 
he was held in high esteem by all 
citizens of the State. 

rom the beginning of his ministry 
in 1834, Woodruff traveled 172,369 miles: 
held 7655 meetings: preached 3226 dis- 
courses; organized fifty-one branches 
of the church, and fifty-seven preach- 
ing stations. He traveled in England, 
Scotland and Wales and in twenty-

TREATY OF ALLIANCE. 


Rumor That Germany and Great 
Britain Have Fixed One Up. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
LONON, Sept. 2.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A report was current here today 
a treaty of alliance between Great Brit- 
ain and Germany, on the lines of 
speech of Mr. Chamberlain, the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colnies, was act- 
ually completed yesterday. This prob- 
ably is an amplification of the gossip 
relative to the daily visits of Count von 
Hatzfeldt Weidenberg, the German Am- 
bassador, to the British Foreign Office, 
during the past fortnight, which have 
been attributed to a decree on the part 
of Germany and Great Britain to form- 
ulate a common policy in regard to 

Russia and China. 

Another explanation of the German 
Ambassador's visits to the Foreign Of- 
fice here is that they relate to the 
mixed tribunals of Egypt, the interna- 
tional agreement on the subject end- 
ing February. Through French and 
Russian influence, the court has always 
hampered the British plans for the use 
of the Egyptian savings and the ad- 
vancement of Egypt. Now, it is said, 
an agreement has been almost reached 
by which Germany will support the 
British views relative to the future 
composition and powers of the mixed 
tribunals. It is said that a quid pro 
quo for Germany’s support in Egypt, 
Great Britain will recognize Germany’s 
claims to utilize Syria, as an outlet 
for her surplus population. 

Syria is a division of Asiatic-Tur- 
key which includes Palestine, and it is 
estimated to cover an area of about 
146,000 square miles. It has a popula- 
tion of about 2,750,000, mostly Moham- 
medans, but including about 350,000 
Greek Christians; 260,000 Maronites and 
Roman Catholics, 175,000 Jews and 48,- 
000 Druses. 

Emperor William of Germany has for 
some time past been planning a trip 
to Palestine, and he is expected to visit 
Jerusalem this fall in order to dedicate 
the German church there, and lay the 
corner-stone of the German school, par- 
sonage, and hospital. His Majesty 
has also undertaken to retain from the 
Catholics the possession of Coenaca- 
lum, the ‘“‘Chamber of the Last Sup- 
per,’ and the Sultan of Turkey is said 
to have intimated his willingness to 
meet the wish of the Emperor in this 
matter. 

The Pall Mall Gazette this afternoon 


says it has received from a source, fi 
which is has every confidence, infor- 
mation that the Anglo-American agree- 
ment was signed this week by Mr. Bal- 
four and the German Ambassador, in 
behalf of the respective powers. Con- 
tinuing, the Pall Mall Gazette says, 
that while the agreement is restricted, 
it embraces an offensive and defensive 
alliance in certan eventualities. 

The paper adds: “This new and mo- 
mentous departure in our foreign pol- 
icy comes as a natural development of 


the European situation.” 


The Pail Mall Gazette then quotes 
the speech of Mr. Chamberlain made at 
Birmingham on May 13 last, bidding 
for a German alliance, and continues: 
“Latterly it has been evident, from the 
tone of the semi-official German press, 
that the two governments have been 
drawing closer, and finally there were 
prolonged conferences between Count 
Hatzfeldt and Mr. Balfour. The de- 
parture of Count Hatzfeldt proves that 
the object of the consultations has been 
achieved. Besides Mr. Chamberlain has 
gone to America, Lord Salisbury is pro- 
longing his absence and Mr. Balfour 
leaves for his holidays on Saturday. 
Evidently the Ministers do not expect 
to have to deal with crucial questions 


of foreign policy. 


How to Fix It. 


KINGSTON (Jamaica,) Sept. 2.—The 
Gleaner today publishes a symposium 
of the views of leading merchants and 
other public men here, on the question 
of solving the annexation movement by 
exchanging the British West Indies for 
the Philippine Islands, according to the 
proposal of Andrew Carnegie. Opin- 
ions on the subject are almost bal- 
anced, with an adverse tendency. The 
Gleaner further suggests that Carnegie 
solve the problem by purchasing Ja- 
maica and thus practically illustrate 
his “triumphant Democracy.” 


Thirty Thousand Short. 


ST. CLOUD (Minn.,) Sept. 2.—L. T. 
Troutman, secretary of the St. Cloud 
Building and Loan Association, accord- 
ing to a report which has been pre- 
sented to the directors of the associa- 
tiom by an expert accountant, is more 
than $30,000 short in his accounts.

can line on American business is prob- 
ably unetnable, even from the stand- 
point of the American roads, as some 
Canadian roads, notably the Grand 
Trunk, work in close connection with 
American lines, and publinc interest in 
reduced rates caused by competition is 
not to be ignored. The application of a 
rule that a Canadian road shall in no 
case charge less than an American road 
might go further toward destroying the 
benefits of Canadian competition. 
Whether or not Canadian roads 
should be allowed to participate at all 
in the carrying trade of the United 
States is a much broader and an alto- 


gether different question. Under acts 
of Congress they are now  ad- 
mitted to such participation and 


for the consideration of Congress or 
the treaty-making power, and it is 
pointed out that this is one of the sub- 
jects before the Anglo-American com- 
mission now in session at Quebec. 

Passing to the question of fact, 
whether at the present time the Can- 
adian Pacific ought to have a differ- 
ential on the business involved, the 
commission holds that the distance be- 
tween New York and San Francisco 
by the Canadian Pacific is about four 
thousand miles, as against 3000 by the 
airect American routes; that the Can- 
adian Pacific does not seem to have 
any business with a passenger traffic 
between shese points, and that-a differ- 
ential should be dénied@ on that ground. 
But the Canadian Pacific does not se- 
riously contend ‘for acquisition on San 
Francisco business, and its real aim is 
that the differential should be applied 
to Portland and points on the North 
Pacific Coast and upon the Atlantic 
Coast to Eastern Canada, New Eng- 
land and the State of New York. Be- 
tween these sections the Canadian Pa- 
cific has a natural and feasible route 
and should be treated as a competing 
line. The time and distance by various 
routes are compared, and the claim of 
the Canadian Pacific that it ought to 
have a differential on account of long 
time consumed is found to have little 
force from the fact that it makes much 
better time via St. Paul than over 
itssmejn line, and the presumption is 
that it could make as fast time over 
the latter route. A railroad must not 
ereate the disability for the sake of 
obtaining a differential. 

Every other consideration except that 
of time is against the granting of the 
differential. Its imperfect physical con- 
dition and lack of connections have all 
been changed. Of all these competing 
lines the tracks of the Canadian Pa- 
cific alone extend frcmen ocean to ocean. 
Its roadbed and equipment are equal to 
any. It may be doubtful if any of its 
rivals, perhaps of any American road, 
is more generally known throughout the 
civilized world than is that of the Can- 
adian Pacific. When this differential 
was first granted, business to Pacific 
went largely to San Fran- 
cisco. Practicaly nome went north to 
Vancouver. It is largely in considera- 
tion of that fact that the differential 
was then allowed. Today this is not 
so. The great volume of traffic by these 
north transcontinental lines went to 
Puget Sound or through Puget Sound 
to points beyond. Ten years ago the 
Canadian Pacific was out of dhe direct 
line of ,traffic between the West and 
the Pacific Coast. Today it is the direct 
line for a large portion of that traffic. 
Im location, distance, construction, 
equipment, through-car service, repu- 
tation, facilities for obtaining business 
and scenic attractions, the Canadian 
Pacific would not for a mcament admit 
its inferiority to either of the others. 
Again, the use of differentials is almost 
exclusively confined to trunk-line ter- 
ritory and rates made in combimation 
therewith. The Great Northern is at 
a disadvantage as ccanpared with the 
Northern Pacific in the matter of ob- 
taining an equal proportion of passen- 
ger traffic, and yet the Great Northern 
asks for differentials. 


No line, American or Camadian, ought 
to insist upon a differential unless it is 
& manifest disadvantage. ‘Ihis is es- 
pecially true of the Canadian Pacific, 
a Canadian institution, built largely by 
government aid amd for goverrenent 
purposes, If it comes into the United 
States to comrete for traffic hetwerm 
the United States points, it should be 
content to operate upon the same te: ve 
as its American competitors, unless 
these terms are clearly unjust or un- 
reasonable. It should not insist wpon 
a different order of things, unless it 
can meke its title to the dcnand clear 
beyond all question.

LAYING CONDUITS. 


MAIN STREET'S NEW SURFACE 
HADTOBETORN UP. 


Deposit Required to Cover All Dam. 
ages—Contract for Important 
Street Work Awarded. 


NO INCREASE IN THE TAX LEVY. 


DR. W. BRILL HAS TO SUE TO RB- 
COVER HIS FEB. 


The Suit to Disfranchise the Veter. 
anes not Filed Yet—County (f- 
ficials’ Reports for the 
Month of August. 


In spite of the objections of the 
Main-street property-owners the laying 
of the underground conduits on the 
completed street was commenced by 
the Los Angeles Electric Company yes- 
terday. It had been decided that the 
city had no right under the circum- 
stances to refuse to grant permission 
for this work to be done, and under 
that decision the Street Superintendent 
was compelled to issue the necessary 
permit. In order to guard against .per- 
manent damage to the street, however, 
the Street Superintendent required the 
company to deposit 40 cents for each 
lineal foot to be torn up. If the work of 
replacing the new surface is not prop- 


| erly done the deposit will be forfeited 


and the work will be done by the 
street department. 

The responsibility for the existence of 
the pilasters of the Douglas building 
at Third and Spring streets over the 
sidewalk is to be placed with the City 
Council, the City Attorney having de- 
cided that there was no possibilty of 
allowing, legally, the pilasters to re- 
main as they are to be constructed. An 
effort to wink at the matter and allow 
the work to proceed failed yesterday. 

The contract for the improvemen® of 
Sixth street between Fremont and 
Bixel is to be awarded to F. C. Han- 
non. The cost of the work will be high, 
owing to several deep cuts that have to 
be made. 

Within the next two weeks the Coun- 
ty Auditor will submit to the Board of 
Supervisors his estimate of the ex- 
penses of the county during the. next 
year, and upon it 1 be made the 
tax levy. Although there are some 
heavy and exceptional expenses to be 
met it is not thought that there will 
be any advance in the rate, as last year 
also there were heavy extra expendi- 
tures which are not repeated this year. 
If there is an increase it will be in the 
amount of the road tax but in all prob- 
ability even that will remain un- 
changed, and in any case that burden 
will fall on the outside districts. 

The suit«to be browsht by Abbot 
Kinney against County erk Newlin 
and 1700 veterans residing at the Sol- 
dier’s Home, to have the names of the 
old soldiers stricken from the Great 
Register, was not filed yesterday, and 
may not be today.

MAIN STREET TORN UP. 


CONDUIT-LAYING ON THAT THOR- 
OUGHFARE BEGUN, 


Protests of Property-ewners of No 
Avail—Deposit to Cover Damages 
Required—Pilastera Must Go—Too 
Many Stray Dogs. 


After weeks of delay during which it 
was known that the new pavement on 
Main street would eventually be cut Into 
for the purpose of laying on that street 
the underground conduits of the Los 
Angeles Blectric Company, the work of 
laying those conduits was commenced 
yesterday morning. On the day before 
the company applied to Street Superin- 
tendent Drain for a permit to tear up 
the street. That official at once con- 
sulted the City Attorney’s department 
and learned there that he could not 
legally refuse to issue the permit. He 
thereupon issued the necessary docu- 
ment, but at the same time took the 
precaution of demanding of the com- 
pany a deposit in cash of an amount 
sufficient to pay for the damage in 
event that the work was not done in 
such a manner as would render im- 
possible any damage to the street. In 
order to be orn the gafe side, Street Su- 
perintendent Drain demanded a de- 
posit of 40 cents per lineal foot of all 
the street to be torn up, and the com- 
pnay acceded to his demands. As only 
a portion of the work is to be done at 
a time the first devosit amounted to 
$494. As the work progresses additional 
sums will be deposited with the Street 
Superintendent to cover the cost of 
placing the street in good condition if 
the company does not replace properly 
what they have taken out. 

The work of laying the conduit was 
commenced at First and Main streets, 
and hardly had there been a foot of it 
torn out before the interested property- 
owners began objecting to it. A num- 
ber of them called at the City Hall 
as soon as they learned that the work 
was in progress, and seeking out their 
respective Councilmen they registered 
indignant protests aginst the continu- 
ance of the work. Of course the mem- 
bers of the Council could do nothing in 
the matter, having granted an exten- 
sion of time in which to complete the 
conduit work. From the Councilmen 
the nrotestants went to the Street Su- 
perintendent and wanted to know why 
he had issued the permit for the work. 
On this point he soon satisfied all who 
appeared, by saying that the City At- 
torney had recommended such a course 
to be taken, no other course being pos- 
sible. As there was nothing to prevent 
the continuance of the work, the inter- 
ested property-owners retired threaten- 
ing dire political calamities to the 
Councilmen who had granted the ex- 
tension of time. 

The work on the street, so far as it 
has gone, proves that the charge that 
had been made that the work of re- 
surfacing was not done according to 
specifications, is unfounded. 
The specifications call for a surface of 
two inches of asphaltum, and as the 
electric company’s trench is being cut 
through the street it has been: found 
that the depth of the asphaltum on the 
street is more than four inches on an

The most important matter that came 
before the board was the proposals for 
the improvement of Sixth street be- 
tween Fremont and Bixel streets. This 
is an important piece of street work 
for which there were a number of bid- 
ders, all of the bids having been re- 
ferred to the board. It was found that 
the bid of F. C. Hannon was the low- 
est, and the board recommended to the 
Council that the contract be awarded 
to him. He proposed to do the grading 
and graveling for $6.47 per foot; cement 
curb, 20 cents per foot; guttering, 15 
cents, and crosse-walks, $1.30. The con- 
tract for the improvement of the in- 
tersection of Sixth and Bixel streets 
was also awarded to Hannon. 

In the examinatan of the bids for 
the construction of a sidewalk on Ot- 
tawa street between Figueroa and 
Georgia streets, the bid of Frank Gil- 
lespie was found to be the lowest and 
the contract will be awarded to him. 

In the matter of the petition for the 
abandonment of certain portions of the 
Adams-street tract, which was asked 
for by the alleged owners of all the 
property nting on the proposed 
abandonmen the board will demand 
that a map of the streets involved be 
presented before it will recommend 
that the petition be grarifed. 

The board recommended that the pe- 
tition for the sprinkling of that por- 
tion of Figueroa street south of Jeffer- 
son street be filed as other arrange- 
ments have been made for the work. 


GONE TO THE DOGS. 


Complaint as to Numerous Canines 
on Many Streets. 

Ever since the catching of dogs by 
the dog catcher was stopped, owing 
to the fact that there was no money 
in the fund provided for his payment, 
complaints have been frequently filed 
in the several departments of the City 
Hall as to the number of stray ca- 
nines on the streets. Yesterdaw Mayor 
Snyder received the following anony- 
mous communication which he will 
refer to the City Council, at its next 
regular meeting: 

“For God’s sake and for humanity’s 
sake have some one kill a thousand 
dogs more or less, that keep the whole 
community awake nights in the vicinity 
of East Seventh and Angeles 
streets.

ATTEMPTED TO DODGE 


That Pilaster Matter Must Go to the 
Council, 

Rather than face the issue contained 
in the matter of allowing the pilasters 
of the new Douglas building at Third 
and Spring streets to remain extending 
on the sidewalk, which is clearly con- 
trary to law, there was a disposition on 
part of some of the members of the 
Board of Public Works yesterday to fet 
the petition for permission to allow the 
pilasters to remain there die in the 
committee. The plan was to have no 
report whatever made upon the matter 
and to let the matter be forgotten, but 
that plam failed. The 
for allowing this violation of the law 
to remain will rest upon the City Coum- 
cil if that body does not take such ac- 
tion as will result in the enforcement 
of the law. The Board of Public Works 
will not bear the responsibility, for in 
its weekly report it will refer the matter 
back to the City Coumcil for such action 
as it may see fit to take. 

There were several consultations as 
to this matter between members of the 
Board of Public Works and the City 
Attorney’s department, and the latter 
department repeatedly told the board 
that it could not legally allow the of- 
fending portions of the building to re- 
eain as it was. Some of the members 
of the board wanted that there should 
be no report on the matter, but Coun- 
cilman Mathuss, believing in the proper 
enforcement of the law, insisted that 
some kind of a report be made. He said 
he did not want to bear the responsi- 
bility for «he matter, and insisted that 
the board returnmn the matter to the 
Council. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works will, therefore, be that, having 
been advised by the City Attorney that 
there is no atithority for it to recom- 
mend that the petition be granted, it 
recommends that the petition be filed. 
This recommendation will be adopted 
at the next meeting of the Council, but 
whether amy other action will be taken 
toward insisting upon an enforcement 
of the law is not known. 


PUSHING THE WORK, 


Spring-street Resurfacing Being 
Done Rapidly. 

The work of resurfacing Spring street 

between Fourth street and the northern 
end of that street is being pushed with 
@ rapidity that is surprising. By the 
end of next week the new surface will 
have been extended to First street, 
while the work of laying a new street- 
railway track will have been completed 
almost to Temple street. 
As large @ force of men as can be 
handled is now at work on the street, 
and they are doing all they cam to com- 
plete the work so as to cause as little 
inconvenience as possible to the busi- 
ness on the street.

THE PROBABILITY THAT IT WILL 
REMAIN THE SAME.

The Elections Will Cost the County 
$35,000, but That Will not Neces- 
sitate an Increase—A Possibility 
That There May Be an Increase 
in the Road Tax. 


The County Auditor will have his es- 
timate of the county expenses ready for 
presentation to the Board of Super- 
visors in about two weeks, and the tax 
levy for the ensuing year will be based 
upon the showing then made. This year 
the elections will cost the county about 
$35,000, but his will not necessitate any 
increase in the tax rate for the reason 
that last year the county had to stand 
an extra burden in paying the claim of 
the Whittier Reform School against the 
county, which the courts had decided 
was valid and would have to be paid. 
There is little reason to suppose there 
will be any increase on the $1.25 for 
incorporated cities. 

Last year about $12,000 was appro- 
priated for the tunnel from New High 
street to the new elevator, and as a 
stand-off to this expense, an annex 
is to be added to the County Hospital 
for the accommodation of insane pa- 
tients. 

The assessment rolls of the various 
counties are to be permitted by the 
State Board of Equalization to remain 
as fixed by the boards of stipervisors, 
and this for the reason that thére has 
been an increase in valuations as left 
by the board of 1897. 

Last year the road tax of 33 1-3 cents 
made the rate in country § distriéts 
$1.58 1-3, and it is yet uncertain whether 
the road tax will remain just the 
same. Owing to the increase of prop- 
erty valuations the State tax, including 
the University of California tax of $2 
per $100, will be 48.8, instead of 51 cents, 
as last year. In the city 4he tax rate 
has already been fixed by the Council. 
Within the boundaries of the city 
proper it will be $1.25, for the annexed 
districts $1.04. 


_NOT FILED YET, 


Suit toe Disfranchise the Veterans 
May Be Filed Today. 


The proposed suit to disfranchise all 
the veterans residing at the Soldiers’ 
Home, in which Abbot Kinney, on be- 
half of the Democrats, is to figure as 
the plaintiff, has not yet been filed in 
the Superior Court, It probably will 
be today, but even that is not a cer- 
tainty. 

So far as the technical ‘question it- 
self is concerned, it appeared to be 
considered an attempt to fix the status 
of the Soldiers’ Home as a military 
reservation. As a matter of fact the 
title to the lands upon which the home 
is built 1s not vested in the United 
States government, but in the board 
of managers as trustees. The Board 
of Supervisors established the 600 acres 
as a ward in itself, having so many 
precincts, and in so doing followed 
the example, it is alleged, set at other 
homes throughout the country. The 
saqeieture of Kansas passed a law in 
1894 disfranchising the veterans at 
Leavenworth, but it was repealed at 
the last session of the Legislature. The

THOMPSON THE VICTOR. 


Decision Given in the Fifteenth 
Round—Parker Got Rattled. 


Bob Thompson evened matters up 
with “Kid” Parker at the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club last night in getting the 
decision over Parker in the fifteenth 
round, the limit. Some months ago 
Parker won from Thompson in the 
twelfth round. In neither fight was 
there a clean knockout. The fight last 
night could scarcely have been better 
attended. Nor could a gamer fighter 
than Parker apparently have been 
found. 

Parker seemed too finely trained, 
and this would in a measure account 
for his weakness at the very outset, 
and for the depressing effect Thomp- 
son’s blows had on him. Thompson, 
on the contrary, seemed fitly trained, 
and at no time did Parker's blows 
have any effect on him. From the con- 
clusion of the first round to the end 
of the final one Parker appeared to 
have no chance to win. His blows 
seemed to lack force and frequently 
precision, for they seldom _ struck 
squarely at the point afmed. Yet, in 
epite of all the blows Thompson landed 
on Parker he could not subdue his ar- 
dor or squelch him, and after the sixth 
round or so it was apparent to the 
trained spectator that Parker would 
last the limit. 

The referee was very lenient with 
Parker, who fouled Thompson often 
in the latter rounds of the fight by 
striking in clinches. A disgraceful and 
ungentiemanly action on ac- 
count occurred after the decision was 
rendered. In accordance with the ethics 
of the prize-ring, Thompson walked 
over to his defeated adversary’s corner 
and extended his gloved hands. Parker, 
instead of shaking hands, tried to 
strike Thompson, cursing him the while. 
When Thompson went away from 
Parker, the latter tried to follow him 
up to renew the fight, but the referee 
held him fast. Parker’s action is to 
be accounted for by the terrible pun- 
ishment he received. Both his eyes are 
probably closed by now, his mouth 
is cut and the nose is swollen. He was 
also badly punished about the body. 

Before the main event Ben Lewis 
and Mike Marone, both colored, fought 
six rounds, the decision going to Lewis.

TAKING A RESPITE. 

Joint High Commission Adjournd 
Until September 20. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT } 

QUEBEC, Sept. 2.—The joint come¢ 
mission of the United States, Canada 
and Newfoundland, aftemten days’ 
work, adjourned at 2 o’clock this &ft- 
ernoon, to meet again in that city Sep-~ 
tember 20 atil a.m. All of the Ameri- 
can commissioners except Kasson will 
remain in Quebec. The subcommittees 
and secretaries will continue their work 
at their homes during the recess, 

Three powerful industries of the 
United States, by their representa- 
tives have appeared here praying the 
American members of the conference 
to make no change in the duties now 
imposed upon the Canadian products 
of lumber, fish and pulp paper. The 
lumber interest is the most important ~ 
of the three, and it is known that be- 
tween this and the reconvening) of the 
conference active steps will be taken 
by the United States lumber men to 
forestall any action on the part of the 
commission in the way of opening 
wider lumber markets in the United 
States for Canadian lumber. 

If the joint high commission had 
nothing to do but to settle the Bering 
Sea question, the boundary lines of 
Aiaska, the fisheries of any group or 
all of the twelve questions enumerated 
in the protocol, no doubt they could do 
it, but the greater question of reci- 
procity has seemed to force itself be- 
fore the conference, and the question 
will be difficult to settle. 

A man closely identified with the 
United States government, and who 
has followed the work of the confer- 
ence very closely, made the following 
statement this afternoon: 

“The labor of the American members 
of the commission has been greatly ine 
creased by the attitude of the Ameri- 
can representatives on the subject of 
reciprocity. I understand that 
demand as a condition precedent to the 
settiement of the international ques- 
tions which have lone pended between 
Canada and the United States, an 
agreement of some kind in reference to 
reciprocity. This would not be so diffi- 
cult of solution were it not for the 
fact that, from the newspapers in Can- 
ada, and from the impression of the 
public men here, it is very evident that 
the reciprocity in which they are will 
ing to enter is not the kind of reci- 
procity that the American people for 
the past twenty years have disc 
and now unanimously favor. 

“Since I have been here I have a 
fully observed the situation, and 
learned. that Canada expects the 
United States to give them an exclu- 
sive preferential duty in our market, 
while they propose to admit our goods 
only upon the same condition that the 
products of Great Britain are admitted. 
The Canadian idea is that in our mar- 
ket they are to have an advan e as 
against the rest of the world, while in 
their markets they will give us onl 
an equal opportunity to compete wi 

at Britain. 
OTThe kind of reciprocity which. the 
Americans favor and which the com- 
mercial bodies of the United States 
have asked our commissioners to secure 
is the reciprocity which gives an equal 
advantage in the respective markets 
in the countries which are parties to 
the agreement, and that this advantage 
should be exclusively enjoyed by each 
country. Had these various commer- 
cial bodies known at the time they 
considered and passed their resolu- 
tions, what kind of.reciprocity Canada 
wanted, it Is doubtful if any of them 
outside of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce would have favored or would 
have presented these resolutions, which 
are now in the hands of the commis- 
sioners. It was then known that such 
great national industries in the be gee 

States as agriculture, lumber, coal an 
others were to be laid on the inter- 
national bargain counter, there to be 
disposed of in consideration of secur- 
ing for a few manufacturers in Boston 
and other New England cities the poor 
privilege of competing in the Canadian 
markets on an equality with some other 
country where production is carried on 
at a cost far below the cost of produc- 
tion in our own country. It will readily 
be seen that the Boston and Canadian 
proposition will be of no material bene- 
fit to American producers. 

In anticipation of the appointment of 
this Joint High Committee, Canada 
some time ago increased the preferen- 
tial tariff in favor of Great Britain 
at 2% per cent., so today the American 
goods pay 25 per cent. more duty than 
English goods. If reciprocity between 
nations, especially between the United 
States and foreign countries, is to be 
secured in this way, then the Ameri- 
can government should add 25 per 
cent. to its present tariff in order that 
it might make a deduction correspond- 
ing to that which Canada proposes, or 
in other words, so it would have some- 
thing to trade on. It is because of 
this attitude of the American press and 
Canada’s public men that leads me to 
believe that reciprocity with Canada ig 
utterly out of the question, but never- 
theless American producers, and es- 
pecially those interested in the three 
greatest of our national industries, 
should take steps to convince the 
American commissioners that the 
Canadian policy will never get the ap- 
proval of the American people. 


BIG STRIKE.

VENTURA REDHEADEDNESS. 

In yesterday morning’s issue of TE 
TIMEs was published a so-called “open 
letter to Col. Berry of the Seventh 
California Regiment, the army officers 
of the United States, and the American 
War Department.” The claim was set 
up that this so-called open letter was 
adopted at a mass meeting of Ventura 
citizens on Wednesday night, as an 
expression of the sentiments of Ven- 
tura citizens at large, on the conduct 
of the war in general, and the treat- 
ment of the Seventi Regiment in par- 
ticular. The communication, in its gen- 
eral tenor, was extremely offensive, 
and even treasonable, in that it at- 
tacked the officers of the United States 
army indiscriminately, with gross ual- 
legations of mercenary and unworthy 
motives on their part. 

It appears, from later and reliable in- 
formation, that the communication {n 
question was drafted by a person of 
the name of Swift, well known in Veu- 
tura as a Socialist, an Anarchist, aud 
an all-around crank. The “mass mect- 
ing’’ which adopted the resolutions, or 
“open letter,”’ was composed of about 
fifty persons, drawn together uy 
Swift’s street harangue. It appears,

| THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT IN CONVEN- 
TIONS. 


The suggestion has been made that 
nominations in the forthcoming county 
convention be effected under the Aus- 
tralian ballot system,'and while the 
innovation is very much of an experi- 
ment, it would seem to be worth try- 
ing. The old plan of swapping every- 
body for everybody else without refer- 
erence to the character of candidates 
or without regard to their capacity to 


with credit and ability, has absolutely 
nothing to commend it and no new 
scheme of making nominations could 
apparently be worse. The Australian 
ballot, while not being any nearer per- 
fect than many other devices in- 
vented for the purpose of making men 
honest, is certainly the best thing yet 
instituted for the purity of the elective 
franchise. If this ballot system worxs 
well in general elections, and this must 
be conceded, there would seem to be 
no good reason why the same system, 
or some modification of it, according 
to the needs of the case, will not prove 
of value in making nominations for 
office. 

The great evil of the old plan of 

making nominations is the fact that 
the best men, or even the men whom 
the delegates favor, do not win. The 
fellow who is the most expert at mak- 
ing slates and concocting combinati ous 
is not infrequently the poorest piece 
of timber in the pile, but that “he 
geis there just the same,” the people 
know, to their deep and lasting sor- 
row. Ifa plan can be devised which 
will enable the delegates to express 
their secret choice for the various can- 
didates that are in the running, that 
is the plan to adopt, without any ques- 
tion. The proposed Australian ballot 
scheme may extend the length uf: tlie 
convention, but it should be the aim 
of the ticket-makers to see how strong 
a ticket they can put in the field, and 
not how quickly a ticket can be named. 
We are not convinced that the proposed 
plan is everything that some of 1¢ 
advocates claim for it, but there has 
as yet been advanced no valid reasun 
why it should not be tried. If objec- 
tions to the scheme are disclosed in 
the actual operation of it, we can yo 
back to the old knock-down and drag- 
cut plan that we know to he about as 
objectionable as anything can possibly 
be, so far as voicing the actual senti- 
ments of the -people is concerned, and 
in so far as it enables delegates to 
select the strongest timber for the pu- 
litical timber for the political struc- 
ture. 
Let’s try the thing, anyway; even 
though ‘it be a leap in the dark, we 
have been making leaps of that sort 
so long that we are inured to light- 
ing on barbed-wire fences, broken bot- 
tles, and stone piles or into fathom- 
less pools of political mire, where the 
best frequently goes to the bottom 
and the bad floats on top. -

GOVERNMENT WAR-ROOM. 


The Chamber in the White House 
Where Latest Maps Are Kept. 
ECollier’s Weeklyi] On the walls of 
the war-room are ‘all the latest maps 
from the coast and geodetic survey, 
the hydrographic office and the land 
office, and some that were made espe* 
cially for the President's sconvenience. 
There are military maps of Cuba, the 
Philippines, Porto Rico, and all other 
points, arranged in sections on the 
wall in such maner as to place before 
resident at one glance 

the entire expanse of the globe. 

On these maps are marked the dis- 
tances from one point to another; the 
cable lines, the sailing routes; the time 
needed to cover them, the places where 
the ships of the enemy and of the 
blockading squadron are located from 
time to time, and evry possible sort of 
information that could be needed dur- 
ing a consultation on the war problem. 
The most unique of the series of charts 
are those showing the location of the 
Spanish and American war ships, so 
arranged that they can be changed 
each hour or minute of the day as the 
telegraph may report the movements 
on the chessboard of the war. Among 
other conveniences designed for the 
President there are two. boards -cov- 
ered with sheets of paper on which are 
written alphabetically’ the name of 
every ship in both navies. Stuck into 
@ little hole in the space containing 
the name there is a pin, on the end of 
which there is a flag bearing the name 
of the ship. These flag-pins are used 
for indicating on the map the places 
where the ships may be from time to 
time; the American flags being blue 
and those of Spain red. 

. There -is an interesting little corner 
on one of the boards, separated -by.a 
broad black line, inside of which there 
is a group of red flags huddled to- 
gether. This corner is labeled “the 
dead line,” and the flags are those 
that, before May 1, Tepresented the 
Spanish ships which on that day were 


lestroyed by the 
Dewey fleet of Admiral 
In the left-hand corner of.the room, 


near the entrance from. the 
is Secretary Porter’s desk, nee 
at work during many hours of the 
2, and night; and beyond him, near- 
the middle of the room, is-the desh 
Capt. Benjamin F. Montgomery, of 
United States army, 
who, for severa] years, has acted as 
telegraphic manager of. the 
House. At the left of his 
the corner, there is a wooden case 
through which pass fifteen special, 
long-distance telephone wires, and. in 
the opposite corner a cable containing 
twenty special telegraphic wires, all 
of which come together at the desk 
and make it possible for ,him, without 
moving outside a radius of ten feet, 
to have direct communication through 
the telephone with every department 
of the government at Washington, in- 
cluding the Capitol, on wires which 
are connected with the White House 
alone, and over the telegraph and cable 
lines to every point in the United 
States and elsewhere, ‘that it may be 
important for the President or ths 
members of the Cabinet to reach at 
any time in order to give or receive 
information with regard to the war 
movements. 

Into this war-room, over these spe- 
cial telegraph and telephone wires, 
comes, every hour and every minute 
of the day and night, information 
from a great many sources, official and 
otherwise, on every conceivable phase 
of the war problem that could possi- 
bly be of interest to the President 
and the officials of the government. 
The press associations send all their 
important news bulletins directly from 
their office to Mr. Montgomery’s desk, 
and from there tpey are at once 

laced before the esident at any 
ime during his waking hours. Much 
of the information that comes is du- 
plicated from various sources, but it 
is all of the greatest interest, and the 
President feels that already the war- 
room has been of incalculable service. 
Here the Cabinet consultations take 
place, and there is hardly hour that 
some of the officials of the government 
are not studying. the maps or reading 
the official and unofficial news, bulle- 
tins that pour in over the numerous 
special wires. Nothing can take place 
in any quarter of the globe that: af- 
fects in any way the situation without 
the President knowing it instantly. The 
war room is thus becoming @ most im- 
portant adjunct to the military admin- 
istration.

WESTERN FARMERS’ MONEY. 
The deposits of the 172 savings and 209 
“ State banks of lowa show an increase 
of $13,893,564 at the end of the year. 
June 3, 1898. The total deposits at the 
beginning of the year were $45,442,894. 
The national banks of Iowa (outside of 
the reserve city, Des Moines,) 159 in 
number, had $23,263,653 individual de- 
posits May 14, 1897; December 15, 1897, 
$26,965,573, and May 5, 1898, $29,127,408, an 
increase for the year of nearly $6,000,- 
000. Thus putting the two together the 
State is better this year, with respect 
to its bank deposits,,to the extent of 
bout $20,000,000. 
ents hee years ago farmers had to 
pay 10 per cent. to get money in lowa 
and other Western States. This year 
money is loaned there at 5% and as 
jow as 5 per cent. The Des Moines 
Register says: “Two years ago no one 
wanted to loan money at all. Now 
there is plenty to be had in fair se- 
curity.” 
COMMERCIAL. 

FOREIGN MARKETS. The Boston 
Transcript very intelligently writes on 
the necessity for extending the foreign 
commerce of the United States as fol- 
lows: 

“This question of foreign markets for 
our surplus manufactures does not 
merely affect our foreign commerce and 
shipping interests; it is of even more 
importance to our industrial prosperity 
and our peace and order at home. In 
this latter respect, the importance of 
opening new and extensive foreign 
markets, especially by such measures 
as reciprocity with Canada, cannot be 
overestimated. No other question of 
national policy can exceed this in im- 
portance, after the return of normal 
peace conditions, as will be perceived 
by facts and figures from the United 
States census in 1890. 

“We little realize that great as may 
be our mining industries, vast as is 
our farming industry which makes us 
the granary of the world, our manu- 
factured production entirely overtops 
every other industry of the United 
‘States. Our manufacturing capital in 
1890 exceeded $6,500,000,000: our manu- 
facturing productions, $9,000,000,000; our 
‘manufacturing operatives. exceeded 
4,500,000, and their annual wages, $2,250,- 
000,000 


“What is the more important is this: 
That our manufactured production in- 
creased 75 per cent. between 1880 and 
1890, and since 1890 it has probably in- 
creased at least as rapidly; so that we 
may estimate our manufactured pro- 
duction at not less than $15,000,000,000, 
-and our operatives at not less than 
7,000,000. 

“Assuredly we cannot consume such 
enormous amounts of manufactures at 
home! In 1890 our manufactures aver- 
aged $150 for each man, woman and 
child in the land. Even then many 
manufacturing establishments had to 
stop work, or reduce wages to, save 
themselves from bankruptcy. It is 
manifest that capital should earn rea- 
sonable profit, just as much as labor 
should receive reasonable wages. How 
ean this dislocation be avoided, unless 
by opening new and large foreign mar- 
kets ‘for our surplus manufactured pro- 
duction? 

“Whether the savage and semi-civil- 
ized lands on our hands as the result of 
this war will open important markets, 
compared with those of prosperous 
countries, is another question involved. 
But if in our entente with Great Britain 
we edopt her policy of ‘open doors’ to 
21] nations, and so broaden our com- 
mercial ideas, it is probable that, with 
Menila as our commercial base, we may 
contest the commercial supremacy in 
China and elsewhere in the Far East 
on equal terms with any European na- 
tion, giving and taking mutual advan- 
tages. 

“The annexed table of the census 
statistics may well suggest the impor- 
tance of this war as opening the for- 
wvign markets so necessary for our in- 
dustrial peace and welfare:

: GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


ENGLISH RAILROADS. It appears 
that English capital is eagerly seek- 
ing investment in American railroad se- 
‘ourities. A year ago the London press 
was busy giving its readers advice to 
fell these stocks, as unsafe invest- 
ments. They sold cheap and are now 
buying at a considerable advance, At 
that time the London press suggested 
“home rails,” as good things tq put 
money in. Financiers did not hesitate 
at that time to suggest that this policy 
was inspired by the Bank of England, 
whose directors foresaw the immense 
imports that must come to England, 
and the natural drain on the gold re- 
éources of the bank to follow. 

A summarized account of the opera- 
tions of the principal railroads of Eng- 
jond and their divdends, during the 
half year ending June 30, 1898, which 
has just appeared,shows that the gross 
earnings of the fifteen largest railway 
companies of the kingdom for the pe- 
riod in question were £35,200,202, an in- 
crease of £952,628. Their working ex- 
Penses were £20,643,142, which repre- 
gelits an abnormal increase of £1,223,- 
#61, and the net revenue of the fifteen 
roads, amounting to £14,557,060, conse- 
quently shows a decrease of £270,663. 

As a result of this the amount dis- 
tributed on the ordinary stocks of the 
pompanies in question was £5,123,663, 
as compared with £5,511,989 for the 
first half of the year 1897. This repre- 
pents an average of 3% per cent. per 
annum, as compared with dividend 
payments of nearly 4% per cent. in the 
corresponding period a year ago, and 
'% per cent. in 1896. 

As Bradstreet’s says: “When leading 
Unglish companies like the London and 
Northwestern are obliged to reduce 
their divdends as they have done, even 
to the extent of % of 1 per cent., it is 
talculated to raise doubts in the minds 
of the cautious British investor, not as 
the stability of dividend payments 
oy the railways of his own country, 
»ut as to the propriety of the extremely 
igh prices which prevail for such 
hares, and which have reduced the 
neome return upon them to a leve) ap- 
woximating that™upon the highest 
Jass of government securities, such as 
tritish consols or United States bonds.”

Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—R. G, Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Keview of Trade will say tomorres 
that the smallest failures ever recorded in 
any month for five years were those of Au- 
gust. No other month since the monthly re- 
ports were commenced by Dun's review ex- 
clusively has shown defaulted liabilities as 
small within $1,000,000 and the ratio of such 
defaults to solvent business, represented by 
exchange through all clearinghouses, only 
$108.70 in $100,000, is smaller by 26.5 per 
cent. than in any previous month, the clear- 
ings having been the largest ever known in 
August, and per cent. larger than in 
1892.

BIG EXCURSION FROM SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA POINTS. 


Great Disgust Regarding Col. Ber- 

ry’s Actions—Co. B Sick of Him 

_ and Anxious to Be Mustered Out, 
Big Fishing at Coronado, 


SAN DIBGO, Sept. 2.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The last summer excursion for this 
year will arrive today and tomorrow from all 
parts of Southern California. The summer 
travel has been heavier this year than ever 
before. .The excursions have been a great 
success and are no doubt financially gratify- 
ing to the railroad company. This noon about 
six hundred and fifty people arrived, mostly 
from towns in the vicinity of Los Angeles 
and from that city. Tonight fully as many 
more are expected, and tomorrow's quota, so 
far as learned, will swell the crowd to nearly 
two thousand. 

Many Arizona people’ who rarely come to: 
San Diego are included in the present excur- 
sion. Most of the Arizonans stop at Los An- 
geles and visit only the immediate resorts. 
This year they have shown an inclination to 
come to San Diego as well. Hotel del Coro- 
nado now shelters perhaps twenty-five Ari- 
zona people, and during the summer has en- 
tertained mauy from Phoenix, Prescott and 
Tucson. Albuquerque has also furnished 
good contingent of summer visitors. 

The Southern California road is making ex- 
cursion rates back from San Diego to Los An- 
geles during the excursion. Many San Diego 
people took advantage of it today to visit the 
Southern California metropolis. The reduc- 
tion in rates starts almost everybody to trav- 
eling, and indicates how much travel! the rail- 
road company could secure if it held out the 
proper inducements. 

SEVENTH REGIMENT MUDDLE. 

The people of San Diego are intensely in- 
terested in the Seventh Regiment fight. 
John R. Berry formerly lived here, and many 
of the boys of the regiment are known here.

Letters have been pouring in here from 
members of Co. B, asking for assistance in 
securing orders for being mustered out. The 
soldier boys are heartily sick of the situation 
and want to get back home and get to work. 
They all express the greatest desire to either 
get to the front and fight or return home. 
They protest agains any further inactivity 
and declare hat Col. Berry is trying his ut- 
most to prevent the disbanding of the regi- 
ment, in order to continue drawing his’ sal- 


ry. 

One letter, written by a member of Co. B 
whose civil position is higher than Col. 
Berry’s, says: ‘Col. Berry has revealed in 
full those qualities which we all suspected he 
had—the petty tyranny, the treachery, the 
two-faced deception. If the regiment were to 
vote upon his. election to the colonelcy, he 
would not get twenty votes. He is thor- 
oughly unpopular. We want to get out from 
under this man and return to civil life. In 
war time we are ready to take his orders, if 
we must, but in times of peace we want 
nothing of him.”’

WATCHES FOR JAPAN. 
Comparison of Our Trade With That 
of Switzerland. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT,] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says: 

“There is a good deal in Consul 
Adolph L. Frankenthal’s report from 
Berne concerning the Swiss and Ameri- 
can watch trade rivalry in Japan to 
encourage American manufacturers. 
His letter is dated July 12, and en- 
closes the translation of the Swiss Con- 
sul-General’s report to his government, 
in which an important admission is 
heard. 

“In 1896, Switzerland’s export was 
equal to the United States, but in 1897 
the latter gained. Mr. Frankenthal 
says that the reason was either that 
there was greater push on the part of 
the Americans, or there was a consid- 
erable reduction in the price. The’ rea- 
son is notable either way, as showing 
American ability in a field in which 
a few years ago the Swiss enjoyed pre- 
eminence over other nations. 

“It is worthy to note that in 1896 the 
difference between the import from the 
United States. and Switzerland was 
merely nominal, United States, $24,361;

Wells. Fargo & Co. have issued a 
brochure defining their position on the 
stamp act, and incidentally stating the 
attitude of the express companies in 
general.
